ADDRESS. 

Called by the passing away of another year to 
meet the members of the American party" in Na- 
tional Council, the occasion demands a reaffirma- 
tion of our opinions. We are ready to-day as 
aforetime to give a reason for the faith that is 
in u.». and as ready to-day as ever before to stand 
fast by our vows of devotion to our whole coun 
try. Neither dismayed by defeat, nor disheart 
ened bv opposition— neither discouraged by the 
past, nor without hope for the future— we meet 
together both to counsel one with another, and to 
show to the people of the United States by our 
presence and our numbers here in open conven- 
tion that as a party we are hopeful and determin- 
ed as to our future course of action. 

The dominant party at the North and the dom 
iuaut party at the South, by appeals made to sec 
tions of country and the passions of the day, are 
temporarily successful But a temporary triumph 
is no evidence of permanent success. Nor does a 
victory secured by passion give evidence of a 
true attachment to principle. A true soldier will 
never be disheartened in sustaining a good cause 
because of one or many defeats. 

The nine hundred thousand American voters 
who sustairded the American candidates for the 
two first offices in the gift of the people in No- 
vember last may eujoy the consciousness ot an 
honest work well meant and well done. They 
neither counted the cost of defeat nor faltered in 
the discharge of a great public duty, and had the 
thousands of men who agreed with them iu 
opinion as to the justice of their principles and 
the fitness of their candidate acted upon the same 
convictions of public duty, the result would have 
been far different. At the North, tens of thou- 
sands voted for Mr. Fremont upon the plea that 
ili. re was no chance for Mr. Fillmore, while tens 
of thousands voted for Mr. Buchanan at the 
South upon the plea that a vote for Mr. Fillmore 
would secure the election of the candidate of the 
miscalled Republican party. It was a cruel and 
uncalled for sacrifice of principle upon the altar 
of expediency, and one of those sacrifices ofprin 
ciple which, if persisted in, iu private life, as is 
sometimes the case, in the consideration of sub- 
lecte of great public moment, would result in 
common disaster. When patriotism becomes the 
rule of action and a true love of country points 
out the path of duty, 
i ielding up of that which is 
is merely expedient. 

We do not, however seek to recall anything 
in the past calculated to wound the feelings of 
those who were tempted in a moment of despon 
dency or thoughtlessness to forget their obliga- 
tions to their country or their associates iu princi- 
ple. 

Thousands who left our ranks in November, 
drawn awav by the temporary expedients and 
passions of" the hour, have returned to the fold of 
the American party. They have been taught in 
the bitter school of experience that the word of 
promise may be made to the ear and broken to 
the hope. Where there was a pledge to secure, 
and the power to effect a pure ballot-box — the 
want of which is one of the great evils of the 
times — and to accomplish which ought to unite 
the good men of all parties — there has been eith- 
er a criminal indifference to the evil itself or a 
bold participation in that wrong. So in the 
promises made at the North to secure a pure 
franchise through the agency of a registry law 
where all could see and know who, under the 
constitution and by the laws, were entitled to 
vote. 

In no instance that we can recall to mind have 
cither of the two great organizations opposed th« 
American party endeavored to secure those 
wholesome reforms which are essential either to 
an inteligent or honest exercise of the rights of 
franchise. Even where an attempt has been 
made, as in New York, to secure a practical re- 
form under the naturalization laws, so that while 
the change would not extend the five years' resi- 
dence previous to naturalization provided by the 
laws of the United States, it would, neverthe- 
less, secure a small portion of this limited resi- 
dence before the alien was alowed to vote, the at- 
tempt has failed, by the combined opposition of 
hoth the Democratic and Republican parties, who 
not unfrequently work together at the North to 
destroy the American organization. And while 
there has been a neglect to maintain a pure fran 
cbise for white voters, and an open and earnest 
opposition to all reforms, proposing simply reme- 
dial measure- for admitted great public evils, 
there ha« also been enacted in New York a suc- 
cessful measure looking to such an amendment 
of the Constitution as would secure a general sys- 
tem of suffrage to the negroes of the State Thus, 
in one part of the Union a Slate Constitution is 
opened to sustain the question of negro suffrage, 
while in another part of the Union the alien has 
had conferred upon him privileges wholly un- 
known to the native-born citizen. To-day a foreign 
pauper or a foreign criminal, driven or banished 
from the pest or prison houses of Europe, is made in 
all things, and regardless of his residence in the 
country, an equal with the citizen whose service has 
been life-long, patriotic, and useful in the land of 
his birth To-morrow, again, States in another sec 
tion of the country become revolutionary iu their 
plans of opposition to the Federal Government, 
and exhaust their patriotism and labor in meas- 
uies of mere speciality and favor for the negro. 

We seek to avoid such anatomies of legislation 
in both our Federal and State governments. — 
Their tendency is neither toward humanity nor 
mercv. They benefit neither the white nor the 
black race and, whether well meant or ill meant, 
result in that spirit of strife and uncharitableneas 
in different States and among different classes of 
people which the true men of the country cannot 
fail to deplore. 

Higher aims and nobler objects animate the 
American party. We know of no political differ- 
ences between the rights of the North and the 
rights of the South. All are subordinate to the 
constitution of our common country. The union 
of the State- . the rights of the States, the privi 
leges of the people in the States, and under the 
Union, is our chief glory and our greatest good. — 
When differences of opinion come, as come they 
will, they must be settled, not by crimination and 
hate, but by reference to that great principle of com 
mon right and common protection — the Consti 
TtrrioN or the United States; and if there shall 
unfonunatelv again be dfferences of opinion as 
to what is granted and what is denied by the 
constitution, the judiciary of the land, through 
the authorized courts of the nation, can alone 
make up and decide the filial issue. The consti tu

Toleration of opinion, the freedom of speech 
and of the press, the right of the people peacea 
bly to assemble and petition the government for 
a redress of grievances, are among these specifi- 
ed constitutional personal rights, and cannot be 
abridged except as the obuse of these privleges is 
restrained by the laws of the land. Equally ex 
plicit arc the rights of the States over their own 
territories, and interference with them becomes 
both a public abuse of power and an act of per- 
sonal impertinence. If all men in all sections of 
the country, could realize where their powers 
commence, and where they cease — if they could 
understand that they are no more responsible for 
other men's sins than thev are secure io their own 
self assumed virtues, all wouldoe comparatively 
well. 

There are many and vitai questions upon which 
the American party can agree, and to these all 
other subjects should be subordinate. They are, 
in brief, condensed iu the following spirit of our 
National Platform. We hold, for example, as 
cardinal maxims of public justice and private 
duty, to the following rule of faith and action: 

1st. The Federal Union must be maintain 

ed 

3d. The reserved rights of the States must be 

respected 

3d. The decisions of the Supreme Court must 
be enforced. 

4th. The union of Church and State must be 
prevented. 

5th The rights of conscience mus 
teed. 

6tb American interests must be 
7th. An American nationality must be cherish 

ed. 

8th. Sectional agitation must be terminated. 
9th. Foreign paupers and criminals must be ex 

eluded. 

10th. The naturalization laws must be amend 
ed. 

11th. -Squatter Sovereignty" and alien suff- 
rage must be repudiated. 

12th. Americans must rule America. 

There is nothing here not taught in the Consti 
tution of the United States, and nothing here re- 
pugnant to the spirit and letter of that instrument 
of liberty and law. The provision of the Consti 
tution which requires the President of tho United 
States to be a native born citizen — which requires 
the Vice President to possess the same qualifica- 
tions with the President — which, in the foreign 
born imposes a nine v ears' residence, after na- 
turalization, as qualification of a candidate for 
the United States Senate, and a residence of 
seven years, after naturalization, as a qualifica- 
tion for a Representative in Congress — which for- 
bids test oaths for office, and the maintenance of 
an established Religion, are all part and parcel 
of our faith and practice. So far from departing 
from any provision of the Constitution, we seek 
to restore a respect for its framers, and an entire 
and hearty obedience to its provisions. It is, 
above and beyond all other records of political 
creeds, the platform of the American party. 

But we cannot shut our eyes to other issues 
which have been forced upon us by the Democrat 
ic party, which is not only not what K was in times 
past, but which seems to have outlived it- con- 
sistency, its usefulness, and its virtues. It has 
different faces for different parts of the country, 
and different phases to illustrate its many creeds. 
It has involved the government in great difficulty, 
and no man feels secure in the future while this 
party is in power. Uunder Democratic Adminis- 
trations there has been an open violation of law 
in the Territory of Utah. A social system which 
would have disgraced the darkest ages, utterly re- 
pugnant to civilization, reflecting the highest dis- 
honor upon the government, a festering sore upon 
the political body, and every day growing from 
bad to worse, exists and has existed for four 
years past within the borders of our own govern 
mcnt. We condemn this outrage upon morals 
and humanity, and desire to see the nuisance 
abated We trace it, however, as one of the nat- 
ural ills incident to that system of administration 
which seeks to fill the nation with criminals, pau 
pers. and fanatics from the old world. We trace 
the great majority of wrongs in Utah, the act of 
treason, the cases of arson, the multitudes of 
murders, the cruel banishments, the beastly in- 
tercourse, to that unnatural indifference to those 
who, serpent like, have crept into the bosom of 
the nation iu order to sting and destroy it. 

Other questions of great importance though of 
less magnitude also attract our attention. The 
public domain, secured by a common treasure and 
a common sacrifice of blood and labor, the com- 
mon property of the nation is distributed without 
regard to the general ownership, and with a lav- 
ishness of appropriation which shows an utter in- 
difference to the just claims and true wants of the 
American people. 

Who can arrest these evils and restore the gov- 
ernment to its ancient landmarks but the Amer 
ican party? Where else is there a sure hope of 
the union of the States with that free expression 
of opinion which belongs to every Common- 
wealth of the Republic, and to every citizen in the 
Union I 

We call then upon our countrymen all over 
the land to organize and act. Let them seek to 
give honor, strength, prosperity, and perpetuity 
to our glorious Union by making the love of 
country and of the whole country a passion and a 
principle. 

The past in our nation is made glorious by the 
patriotism and heroism of our noble ancestry of 
Southern men of the stamp and character of him 
who led the great armies of the Revolution, and 
of those who were distinguished under (he con- 
federation and in the convention which framed the 
constitution. Northern men, too, of the stamp and 
character of the son of Massachusetts who nomi 
nated George Washington of Virginia to be Gen- 
eral-in-Chief of the armies of the Republic, and 
like him received the sword ot the leading British 
General on Southern soil at the instance of the 
forever-loved, Heaven protected Father of our 
common country. 

Living then in these great examples of the 
past — seeking to re-baptise the whole nation in 
the spirit of the great and good men who led 
the way to victory, and to independence, we, 
too, are hopeful and heartful of the great fu 
tare. 

We invoke the sympathy, the aid, the co-ope 
ration of all men, all over the land, who are with 
us and of us in principle and sentiment — and of 
all men too, who wish to reform those gross 
abuses in the State and nation which nave result- 
ed in so much personal wrong, and left a stain 
like a wound upon the fair frame of the Republic. 
Americans and friends of Americans, North and 
South, East and West, "Awake, arise, or be for- 
ever fallen."

Au eminent friend has furniafaed us with the 
letter of Washington which ii printed 
We do not find it in Mr. Spark** vol- 
umes, and we have reason to believe it never has 
been published before It is derived from the 
Madison manuscripts, and is one of a collection 
purchased of Mr Todd, a nephew of Mr. Madi- 
son, by Mr J C. McGuire, of the city ol Wash- 
ington It is singular that the person entrusted 
with those manuscripts, and that Congress itself 
did not perceive the proprietv of printing the let 
ters addressed to Mr. Madison, as well as those 
written by him, when the appropriation was made 
for tke publication of the Madison papers The 
amount of this appropriation, we believe, was 
$30,000 It is true the "job" might not have 
been found quite so profitable at the moment, if 
the writings had been properly edited and pub 
liahed, but, on the other hand, they would have 
possessed far more permanent interest, had the 
work comprised the letters of such 
Mr Madison was likely to hoi 
with, and the remuneration would have prov 
ed eventually greater, by an enhanced circula 
tion 

The accompanying letter is highly characters 
tic of the great President. It is wise, far see 
ing, patriotic, self-respecting, unselfish, ingenu 
ous, and modest. The sentiments it develops in 
regard to public affairs and public opinion and 
feeling, are as appropriate to our own times, and 
are as essential to be dwelt upon and enforcod 
now. as they were id 1792 We print the letter 
with the more readiness, became for its unflinch 
ing devotion to the same anti -sectional principles, 
the Courier often finds itself subject to the ani 
mad versions of aome of its co temporaries; but we 
are willing enough to be judged by a standard of 
doctrine and responsibility approved by Washio 
ton. The letter aids us in the formation of one 
important and interesting conclusion — that al 
though Hamilton, as is generally supposed, may 
have drafted the Farewell Address, and given to 
it its clear, elegant, and affecting style, vet the 
prominent ideas of that grandest legacy ever 
made to a free people by its ruler, upon with 
drawing from the cares of State, had been previ 
ously expressed by Washington himself, as they 
were conceived in his own noble and sagacious 
mind 

It is barely possible, although we are not aware 
of it if it be so, that this letter may have found its 
way into some public print heretofore But, at 
nil events, the publication of a document so pro- 
foundly interesting, is timely now and always, 
admit* sentiments, evincing such deep reflection 
upon public affairs and such anxious care for the 
welfare of the country, can be never too much 
by the American people —

is a possibility, if not a probability, 
that 1 shall not see you on your return home; or, 
if I should see you, that it may be on the road, 
and under circumstances which will prevent my 
speaking to you on the subject we last convers 
ed upon, 1 take the liberty of committing 
to paper the following thoughts and requests. 

1 have not been unmindful of the sentiments 
expressed by you in the conversation just alluded 
to; on the contrary, I have again and again re 
volved them, with thoughtful anxiety, but with- 
out being able to dispose my mind to longer con- 
tinuation in the office 1 have now the honor to 
bold. I therefore still look forward to the ful 
hlmeni of my fondest and most ardent wish to 
spend the remainder of my days (which I do uot 
eipect to be many . in ease and tranquility 

Nothing short of conviction that my derelic- 
tion of the chair of government (if it 'should be 
the desire of the people to keep me iu it) would 
involve the country in 6erious disputes respecting 
the Chief Magistrate, and the disagreeable con 
sequence* which might result therefrom in the 
rioatinp and divided opinions which seem to pre- 
vail at present, could, in any wise, induce me to 
relinquish the determination I have formed; and 
<>f this I do not see how any evidence can be ob 
tained previous to the election. My vanity, lam 
- ire. is uot of that cast, as to allow me to view 
die subject in this light. 

Under these impressions then, permit me to re- 
iterate the request I made to you at our last 
meeting — namely — to think of the proper time, 
and the best mode of announcing the intentioti, 
and that you would prepare the latter. In re vol v 
ing this subject myself, mv judgment has always 
beeu embarrassed. On the one hand, a previous 
declaration to return, not only carries with it the 
appearance of vanity and self- importance, but it 
may be construed into a mauo'uvre to be invited 
io remain. And on the other hand, to say noth- 
ing implies consent ;'or, at any rate, would leave 
the matter in doubt; and to decline afterwards 
might be deemed as bad, and uncandid. 

I would fain carry my request to you further 
than is asked above, although I am sensible that 
MB compliance with it must add to your trou- 
ble; but as the recess may afford you leisure, and 
I flatter myself you have dispositions to oblige 
me, I will without apology, desire (if the meas- 
ure in itself should strike you as proper, and 
likely to produce public good, or private honor) 
that you would turn your thoughts to a valedicto- 
ry address from me to the public, expressing in 
plain and modest terms, that having been honor 
ed with the presidential chair and to the best of 
my abilities contributed to the organization and 
administration of the government — that having 
arrived at a period of life when the private walks 
of it, in the shade of retirement, becomes neces- 
sary and will be most pleasing to me — and the 
spirit of the government may render a rotation 
in the elective officers of it more congenial with 
their ideas of liberty and safety, that I take my 
leave of them as a public man — and in bidding 
them adieu retaining no other concern than such 
as will arise from fervent wishes for the prosper- 
ity of my country, I take the liberty at my de- 
parture from civil, as I formerly did at my mili- 
tary exit, to invoke a continuation of the bless- 
ings of Providence upon it— and upon all those 
who are the supporters of iu interests, and 
the promoters of harmony, order and good gov- 
ernment. 

That to impress these things it might, among 
v\a 'k^' f* oh&erred, that we are all the 
children of the same country— a country great 
and rich in itaelf-capable and promising to be, 
as prosperous and happy as any the annals of 
history has ever brought to our view. That our 
interest, however diversified in local and smaller 
matters, is the same in nil the great and essential 
concerns of the nation. That the extent of our 
country— the diversity of our climate and soil— 
and the various productions of the State conse 
quent of both, are such as to make one part not 
only convenient, but perhaps indispensably neces 
sary to the other part— and may render the whole 
(at no distant period) one of the most indeoen 
dent in the world. That the established govern 
ment being the work of our own hands, with the 
seeds of amendment engrafted in the Constitution 
by wisdom, good dispositions and mutual 
, aided by experience, bring it as near 
as any hi 



in institution ever ap 
proximaiea; and therefore, the only strife among 
us ought to be, who should be foremost in facili- 
tating and finally accomplishing such great and 
desirable objects; by giving every possible sup 
port, and cement to the Union. That however 
ntcceasary it may be to keep a watchful eye over 
our public servants, and public measures, yet 
there ought to be limits to it; for saspicious un- 
founded, and jealousies too lively, are irritating 
to honest feelings, and oftentimes are productive 
of more evil than good. 

To enumerate the various subjects which might 
be introduced into such an Address would require 
thought; and to mention them to you would be 
unnecessary, as your own judgment will compre 
bend all that will be proper; whether to touch, 
specifically, any of the exceptionable parts of the 
Constitution may be doubted. All I shall add, 
therefore, at present is, to beg the favor of yon to 
consider— l»t, the propriety of such an address— 
2nd, if approved, the several matters which ought 
to be contained in it— and 3d, the time it should 
apper: that is, whether at the declaration of my

At length the eyes of the South are beginning 
to be opened to the real character and effect of 
this pernicious measure. There was no possible 
aspect in which the questiou could be viewed 
which promised advantage to the South. A cli- 
mate in which the thermometer sinks to 24 de 
grees below zero is not adapted to negro labor; 
and a country which invites the uu9ettled hords of 
foreigners opposed, both from education and in 
terest; to negro slavery could never be secured to 
the South. 

Those who did not crow exultingly over the 
hatching of this Coccatrice's egg were denounced 
as traitors to the South, and anathemired without 
stint. 

We shall be more charitable to those who op 
posed us; and will receive them back into the 
fold of true patriotism, only requiring that they 
shall abjure their past follies, retract the abuse 
they have heaped upon those who warned them of 
the danger upon which thev heedlessly rushed 
and promised to be good boys for the future. Th 
Kansas and Nebraska bill has done nothing but 
open the slavery question South of 36° 30'; and 
that was long since forseen and predicted. Fore 
most among these was John M. Botts; and now, 
when all that he prophesied ha9 come to pass, it 
is but fair tnat the credit of far seeing wisdom 
should be given him, as he has been compelled 
to endure a political and personal martyrdom for 
having had the independence to speak his senti 
merits. 

To this beautiful scheme ol mischief the Uem 
ocratic party is indebted for its late success, the 
South, for all future difficulties and the Whig 
party for its dissolution We quote the following 
from on exchange. 

"But let us look for a moment at these results, 
and trace, if we can, a moral from them. Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and North Carolina were of old 
the reliable Whig Slates of the South, proving 
their fidelity to the principles of that party iu 
many a well fought field. In an evil hour the 
prominent Whig members of Congress were se- 
duced into a support ot the Nebraska bill, not 
because they believed the repeal of the Missouri 
Compromise just, but fearful that the opposition 
to it would cost them the loss of political power. 
From that moment the Whig party South was 
thoroughly destroyed, and the new American or- 
ganization which took iu place has in its turn 
succumbed to the victorious Democracy-. In 
every Southern State the old Whigs who" afore 
time were the standard bearers of the party, are 
ostracised from office or position, or have stepped 
into the ranks of their old enemies. Retribution 
never more signally followed upon crime than in 
the example we have given North Carolina, 
Tennessee and Kentucky have been swept with 
unprecedented majorities by the Democracy of 
those States. In Texas, Alabama and Arkansas 
there is scarcely a semblance of opposition to 
this party. In the next House of RepresenUtives 
there will not be more than ten or twelve mem 
bers of the American party, and they will be ut- 
terly powerless. Such is the resultof want of prin 
pie and honesty in politics." 



Professor Auassiz on Civilization Uudf.r 
Water.— We take from Professor Agassiz's late 
report on fishes, the following description of an 
American fish: 

"1 have had ample opportunity to watch the 
Pamotis, in the breeding season every spring, for 
the last eight years. At that time it approaches 
in pairs the shores of the ponds iu which it lives, 
and selecU shallows, gravelly places, overgrown 
with Potamogeton, water lillies, and other aquatic 
planU, in which it begius by clearing a space of 
about a foot in diameter, rooting out the planU, 
removing with violent jerks of iu tail the larger 
pebbles, and leaving a clean spot of fine sand, in 
which it deposiu its eggs, surrounded and over- 
shadowed by a grove of verdure. In this enclo 
sure one of the parents remains hovering over iu 
brood and keeping at a distance all intruders. 

"The office of watching over the progeny does 
not devolve exclusively upon either of the sexes, 
but the males aud females watch alternately. 
The fierceness with which they dart at their ene- 
mies, and the anxiety with which they look out 
for every approaching danger, show that they are 
endowed with stronger instincU than have been 
known heretofore in any of their class. Their 
foresight goes so far as to avoid the bait attached 
to any hook, however near it may be brought to 
them, and however lively and tempting it may be. 
However near to oue another, the pair of one nest 
does not interfere with those of another; but, 
like good neighbors, they live peaceably togeth- 
er, passing over each other's domains when go- 
ing out for food without making any distur 
bance.

From the London Time*, Aug. 7. 
of the Emperor and Kmpnw ol the 
French. 

Yesterday morning, at a much earlier hour thau 
was generally anticipated by the public a! large, 
the Emperor and Empress of the French arrived 
at Osborne. The visit is beyond all doubt a 
strictly private one, and such precautions have 
been taken to insure its being kept so that liter 
ally nothing whatever is known of the intended 
movements of the Imperial vision*, and but for the 
royal saluting this morning very few would have 
known that they had come at all. Osborne pre 
senu unrivaled facilities for such strict seclusion, 
not the nominal seclusion of Kmperors, but the 
undisturbed quiet of a private family. The il 
lustrious individuals, whoever they may be, arrive 
and step out of their yachu almost at the door of 
Osborne House, departing in the same quiet and 
perfectly unrestricted manner. Such a chef d" 1 
atuvre of privacy was the visit of the Grand Duke 
Constantine, that to this hour a respectable 
minority believe he never came at all. The same 
opinion cannot obtain with regard to the Emperor 
and Empress, though previous precautions have 
been redoubled to keep all relating to their move 
ment strictly secret. 

A most vigilant surveillance is kept up iu the 
neighborhood of Osborne, and indeed, all over the 
Island, by a strong force of the police specially 
brought dowu from London for the purpose, as 
stated in their labors by some members of the 
French police. BoaU have been appointed to 
keep guard off the beach at Osborne, and to al- 
low no shore or strange boat under any pretence 
whatever to approach it; so that, in the present 
instance, the Imperial visitors may congratulate 
themselves in having, indeed, effected a really 
private visit to the Queen on the ordinary cordial 
terms on which one family of rank may entertain 
another. 

The intention will be most rigidly carried 
into effect throughout the brief period during 
which the illustrious guesU are expected to re- 
main. 

The Empress was attired iu the plainest de- 
scription of traveling dress, and leaned upon the 
arm of His Majesty, who also wore a simple walk 
ing costume, without order or decoration of any 
kind. Standing with their Majesties were the 
Count and Countess Walewski, the Brincess Es- 
sling, and General the Baron Roland. Chief of 
the Suff When the yacht had approached with 
in about a mite of Osborne, Prince Albert and 
Prince Alfred entered the Royal barge. The 
men of war boaU formed in double lines on each 
side of it, and the Fairy and Elfin, Royal yachts 
steamed close ouUide of all. This little water 
procession was headed by the Royal barge, in the 
stern of which was a large silk banner emblazon 
ed with the arms of Her Majesty and the Prince 
Consort. 

In order to set at rest the uiiiuerous rumors 
which are at present current as to iu being the in- 
tention of the Imperial visitors to visit the Man 
cheater Exhibition, we can state most positively 
that nothing whatever in relation to the intended 
movements of the Court has been allowed to tran 
spire a9 yet, beyond the mere fact, that, except 
for short excursions in the roval yachts, neither 
the Emperor nor Empress is "likely to quit the 
Island. 

Spain— The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times, in a letter upon the Spanish Mexican 
question, says: "From 40,000 to 50,000 Amen 
cans were ready to march into the Mexican Tor 
ritory as auxiliaries against the Spaniards If 
any difficulty on the score of nationality had been 
raised, they would have assumed the Mexican 
flag and enrolled themselves as Mexican citizens 
or soldiers. The Mexican government seemed 
to have no objection to a war with Spain." The 
same letter says: "It appears that the Spanish 
government goes on with iu military preparations 
as if no mediation had been accepted. The af 
fective strength of the army is expected soon to 
be 120,000 men. and there was a rumor in Mad 
rid that the Royal Guard, disembodied under the 
regency of Espartero after the military insurrec- 
tion of 1841, would soon be re-established." 

Writing ou the following day, the . r »th inst ., 
the same correspondent says: "It is said in official 
quarters that, contrary to all expectation, the 
arrangement of the differences existing between 
the Spanish and Mexican GoverntnenU has again 
beeu suspended iu consequence of accounu 
received from Mexico by the last mail. I 
give the rumor without <*iiaranteeiii<; its itecura- 
cy. 

Italy. — The crops in Italy had all been seeur 
ed, and the wheat harvest was set down at 
an average of a crop and u half. A consident 
hie increase wa- also anticipated in the ijuantitv 
of wine. 

Tfir Difficulties in Turkey— Further Rupture of 
Diplomat* Relations — The Morning Post publish 
es the following dispatch: 

"Constantinople, Thursday. Aug. G. 

"The Porte having refused to amend the late 
election iu Moldavia, the Ministers of France, 
Russia, Prussia, and Sardinia have broken off 
their diplomatic relations with that power." 

The Morning Pott publishes au article on the 
present state of affairs at Constantinople, arising 
out of the question of the Danubiau Principali- 
ties. The Porte wishes naturally to have two 
provinces, which she can control", rather than a 
new State of sufficient strength to be always trou- 
blesome and dangerous, and yet so weak as tobe 
in the predicament of constantly seeking aid from 
Russia England spent £80,000,000 and 100,000 
lives in the war which began in the rescue of 
these very Danubiau Principalities from Russia. 
Russia advocates the union at all cost of the Prin- 
cipalities. With regard to France, M. Thouvenal 
may be acting in error, but he is acting on behalf 
of a Government, honest in iu policy, amenable 
to reason. 

India. — Major-General Wyudham, the hero of 
the Redan, has accepted an important command 
in India, and will proceed to the East as «oon as 
possible. 

Delhi — In the city the belief in the fall of 
Delhi seems to have become almost universal. — 
The reports of the capture current previous to 
the 17th of June have been found to be unques- 
tionably false, but the impression is that the event 
took place two or three days later, and that al- 
though the news had not yet been received by 
Government authorities it had reached the 
native bankers, and had prompted the purchase 
of Government stock which they were making at 
advanced prices, both at Calcutta and Bombay 
just before the departure of the mails. From In 
dia, expecution is now chiefly directed to the 
regular India and China telegraph, which may be 
looked for any time between Monday and Tues- 
day next. 



Plowing by Steam. — This is au important sub- 
ject to farmers, and is claiming considerable at- 
tention in the United States. We notice that in 
the vicinity of Chelmsford, Englan i, a successful 
experiment of the kind was made a few weeks 
since, in the presence of a large number of per- 
sons engaged in agriculture The Chronicle of 
that place, says: 

The field selected was a piece of twenty-three 
acres, called Mill Field, near the White Heart 
Inn. The first start was with two double plows, 
but as it was exceedingly heavy soil, usually 
plowed with three or four horses, very foul, and, 
from being lately drained, not lying well, it was 
difficult for the engine to pass over it, and after a 
pause, four single plows were attached, and al- 
though at first, f rom not being able to get the go- 
ing gear to work favorably, some little delays 
were caused; after a time they did their work ad- 
mirably, plowing from six to nine inches deep. 
The work was wonderfully straight, though done 
in the midst of a large concourse of spectators, 
who were evidently deeply interested in the ex 
periment. So clung and tough — so close and heavy 
was the nature of the soil, that, in answer to in 
quiries made as to how the matter was going on, 
the observation of those who knew the locality 
was: "Well, if it can plow now, it can plow any 
thing." Many farmers who entered the field 
prejudiced were unreluctant in their praise, and 
acknowledged that the wonderful machine, being 
still in iU infancy, would, as improvement- fol- 
lowed, effect an extraordinary change in the cul- 
tivation and management of land of every de-

Some do it, however, from the desire to gratify 1 
their appetite, and in this case are less excusable 
than the man who steals food to satisfy his hun 
ger; yet the latter is sometimes sent to prison for 
so doing There is uo real difference between 
stealing fruit and sheep; both being private prop- 
erty, and both requiring care and labor in their 
keeping and increase. Very often the former re 
quires the greatest care, especially when new, 
choice, or superior sorts are cultivated. How 
often the horticulturist is disappointed, after ex 
pending the greatest care and attention ou some 
rare variety, bv finding, when he expecU to reap 
the reward of" his labor, his trees or vines strip- 
ped clean. We have experienced just such a state 
of things, and if ever we thought hard of any- 
body, it was about that time. Last year, grapes 
were scarcer than usual ; and about the period of 
ripening, a full grown neighbor of ours took it 
into his head to have a large share of the fruit, 
without our knowledge; and the only thing that 
hindered him from taking more, was the unwel- 
come presence of a huge specimen of the genus 
cani>, that would bite without barking, and had no 
chance to kill sheep. 

Now this pilfering is all wrong, and is the most 
crying evil with which gardeners and orchardisu 
are afflicted, in the vicinity of cities and towns. 
ParenU who have any sense of right should instil 
into the minds of their children the absolute ne- 
cessity of respecting the rights of others. No one 
can school his mind to consider that stealing fruit 
is a harmless act, but has already made one step 
in the direction of the penitentiary. The next 
step will be to rob hen-roosts. Such acU show 
either a bad example by parenU or companions, 
or considerable innate depravity. Boys, can you 
go to your mothers and sisters, and boast that you

Correspondence of the Louden News. 
The Horrors of the Mutiny in India — 
the Massacre at Delhi. 

Southampton, A hi: ti. 

The passengers by the mail packet Columbo, 
which arrived here yesterday, state that some 
things happen in India which are not for some time 
made public for wantof substantial proof and other 
things are not known there because the new writ- 
ers in India and the correspondents of the Eng- 
lish journals scared v k;n>H how to describe sueh 
inhuman atrocities. 

The Columbo passengers say that tire imagina 
tion can scarcely conceive the fiendish barbaii 
ties perpetrated by the sepoys. When the Ben 
gal mutineers entered the city of Delhi t here were 
English merchants, mere.iutile, telegraph, and 
post-office clerks, officers of the native regiments, 
and government functionaries, wives and chil- 
dren, living there as unconscious of danger as if 
they had been in any English town. As soon as 
the mutineers entered Delhi a great many Km 
lishmen and Englishwoman and children escaped, 
but numbers could not do so, and those who did 
not escape were subjected to outrages worse than 
death. The daughter of an English clergyman 
was driven through the streets of Delhi naked, 
then subjected to unspeakable outrages by an in- 
furiated soldiery, and afterwards eut to pieces 
with swords. AuEuglish lady in the same eity 
was suspeuded by the feet naked and liaeked to 

pfeaM % 

The European officers and soldiers are exas- 
perated to madness by these atioeities, and most 
terrible punishments will be inflicted by the Ku 
ropean soldiers on the mutinous sepoys when Del- 
hi is taken These sepoys have acted more like 
fiends than human creatures. It is with the 
greatest difficulty that the English soldiers can be 
prevented from iuyiug violent hands on every lit 
tive they meet. A Highlaud regiment landed at 
Calcutta, aud one of the soldiers was seen iiu 
mediately to rush straight to a native aud fell him 
to the earth with his fist in an instant.' Whoever 
lives to tell the tale of Delhi, aud of the scenes 
witnessed in the city during the siege, will be 
able to relate undreamt of horrors.

The Island ok Formosa. — Capt. Simm's Mis- 
sion. — The mission of Captain J. D. Simms, of 
the United States Marine Corps, to the 1-lan l 
of Formosa, lying oft' the Coast of China, is to a 
great extent misunderstood, and that it may ap- 
pear in its true character, 1 will state the facts as 
I have learned them from the highest authority. 
Commodore Armstrong, commanding the East 
India squadron, received a letter from Mr. Robi- 
net, an enterprising American merchant, who, 
for more than a year, has been carrying on the 
mercantile and shipping business at Ape's Hill, 
Island of Formosa, with the information that the 
American ship "Highflyer," wrecked upon the 
island, had been plundered aud its officers and 
crew murdered bv the natives. Some time after, 
auother American vessel, the "Progressive," was 
seized by the Chinese authorities and the officers 
and crew imprisoned. They were only released 
on the payment of a heavy ransom. All these 
proceedings were contrary to the express under- 
standing, with the authorities of the Island, that 
Mr. Robinet should carry on his business unmo 
lested, and under which he had been acting, with 
the American flag flying from his house for at 
least twelve months. 

Commodore Armstrong despatched Captain 
Simms to inquire into and ascertain the correct 
ness of Mr. Robinet's report. The Commodore 
instructed him in a cautious, prudent, and friend- 
ly manner to learn from the authorities all that 
could be ascertained on the subject, reportiug to 
him, by every opportunity, such information as he 
should obtain. His headquarters were directed 
to be at Mr. Robinet's, Ape's Hill, where the 
American flag had been flying, as suited by Mr. 
Robinet, by permission of the authorities, for 
more than a year. He was to abstain from hos- 
tilities, as far as possible, but, in case of neces 
sity, he was to call upon the American ship 
Science. 

All these facts were communicated to Dr. Park 
er, our Commissioner to China, with the further 
statement that Captain Simms would be kept at 
Formosa until the government could be heard 
from, and that this step might be necessary to 
legitimate a prior American foothold, in case our 
government should look to future reprisals and 
occupancy. Dr. Parker approved what had been 
done. The last communication to the govern 
ment was dated April 10th, 1857, at which time 
nothing had been heard from Captain Simms. 



Hon. W. W. Boyce. — The correspondent at 
Knoxrille of the Charleston Mercury thus speaks 
of Mr. Boyce'a speech on Mr. Bryan's resolu- 
tions:

He also thought 
the question, at this time, utterly impracticable, 
and its discussion only mischievous, as calculated 
to divide the South and strengthen Black Repub- 
licanism at the North. The trade never, in this 
Union, could be re-opened; and if gentlemen in 
tended to make it a question upon which to cou 
centrate Southern opinion and dissolve the Un 
ion, he thought they had mistaken their issue. It 
was a question to divide the South more than any 
other that could be started with that view. Id 
every point of view, therefore, both as regards 
the internal prosperity, safety, and freedom of 
the South, the effect upon Southern union against 
the North, and the effect of Northern union 
against the South, he disapproved of the scheme 
in toto.

It 
was exhibited during the last season at several Statu 
Fairs, always com mandiug universal admiration, l^irge 
quantities are now beiug mauutactured for use during 
the coiniug spring, and it is believed thai a machine thai 
accomplishes so great a saving of labor, must al once 
come tuto general use. It is especially adapted for the 
Soulh, aud our enterprising planters will dud it worthy 
of their attention. 'I he machine is of about the size of 
an ordinary cart. The following description is from a 
late number of the United State* Journal: 

"To the agriculturalist this is, undoubtedly, the most 
valuable patent that has been issued formally years. It 
isinteuded for sowing broadcast, covering and harrow- 
ing atlhe same time, for sowing in drills und also for 
planting iu hills, and will Accomplish either object as 
well as could possibly be done by hand. The grain is 
placed iu cylluders, which are made to revolve with the 
motion of the wheels of the cart. As the holders rotate 
the grain passes out through the screeens to the ground. 
Toe seeds ure evenly distributed aud the machine 
may be regulated to sow any given amount to the acre 
with perfect accuracy. Tbe grain is covered by the re- 
volving harrow, which receives its motion from the 
cart wheals. This harrow revolves with great rapidity 
in the opposite direction from its forward motion, thus 
harrowing up the ground instead of mutting it down, 
aud tearing to pieces any stubble, sods and manure, and 
leaving Uiem behind instead of drawing them together 
in bunches us with the common harrow. The holders 
can easily be taken off, aud the revolving barrow used 
lor mellowing uud preparing the ground, which cau be 
accomplished with it much more rapidly aud efficiently 
than with a harrow cousiructed ou any other plan. 

••For sowing iu drills the harrow is taken of aud the 
guides, as seen iu the eugraviug on the iucliuud board, 
are changed so as to make the seeds drop into the drills 
prepared by furrowors, attached just ahead of the board. 
A coveror lor each furrow is attached just behind, con- 
structed so as lo hoe the lightdirt on to the I arrow, and 
compressing it upon the seeds. 

'•1 he arrangement is the same tor planting in hills, 
excepting that the guides are changed so as to drop the 
seeds into hills. It can be regulated to drop any num- 
ber of graius iu each hill, to make the hills auy distance 
apart, and to cover to auy depth thai may be required. 
The uiiachineut forplantiugand covering la very simple, 
and so ingeniously arranged as lo prey cut the lumps 
and stones from being thrown upon the grain, while it 
compresses the dirt upon the seeds much better than 
could be doue with either hoe or roller. 

"Another very valuable feature about this machine is 
an attachment for preparing cotton seed, consisting of 
an extra cylinder iu which the seed is placed, made to 
revolve by the motion of the wheels In the name man- 
ner as the other. By this arrangement tho seed is pre- 
pared at the same time it Is being dropped from the 
olhercyliuder, und can be planted with this machine 
without rubbing or any other previous preparation, as 
wellas other kinds of grain. 

"The whole machine is extremely simple in its con- 
struction, is no more liable lo get out of order, and is as 
easily worked as auy ordiuaiy agricultural implemeut. 
Although entirely new, it is no doubtful experiment, as 
it has been thoroughly tried for all purposes, and its
